It is with such a vi* w that applica­ 
tion has been made to the city of Bry­ 
an by certain resident* and land own­ 
ers* along the interurban for electric 
current, which will go far towards 
the development of this territory, Un­ 
der the city ordinances the city i* 
prohibited' from extending its trans­ 
mission lines outside the city limits, 
but the residents and land owners 
have formed an incorporated company 
and propose to purchase the current 
from the city and redistribute same 
on a co-operative basis. 
This move­ 
ment is headed by such 
people 
as 
Rev. J. J. Pipkin, Mrs. J. HL Suber, 
C M. Evans, H. T. 
Lawler, 
Bryan 
Country club, J. T. Lawler and others. 
It is believed the plan w’ill greatly 
aid them in their efforts to make in­ 
terurban property valuable. 
At present the oil companies and 
the Fin and Feather club get electric 
service from the city, w'hich, resi­ 
dents living along 
the 
interurban, 
point out is in violation of the city 
ordinances and that in event 
acci­ 
dent would become liable for dam 
* ages by reason of these extensions of 
service beyond the city limits. 
The parties who have made appli­ 
cation to the city for electric current 
propose to take over the lines going 
to the Fin and Feather club and oil 
companies, thus relieving all parties 
of possible liabilities. 
At any event the plan to upbuild 
the outlying district is a good one if 
the city can see fit to extend the elec­ 
tric current under the plan proposed. 
It might mean that homes would line 
the interurban all the way to College 
and that trucking, dairying had other 
interests accumulated there would go 
far towards reducing the high cost of 
living.

ey, less than $10 of American gold.
